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Progress in Beef Production in the South 


No doubt those in- 
terested in the produc- 
tion of beef cattle in the 
South have given consid- 
erable thought as to what 
the future offers those 
engaged in the industry. 
The present as well as } 
the immediate future of the beef-cattle business does not seem 
especially rosy to many for the reason that prices are not high as 
compared with other years so as to enable the producer to realize 
the cost of production in some instances. While one can but guess 
what the results will be during the next few years, conditions of the 
last year as a whole have cast long shadows ahead of us and seem 
to beckon us onward, not backward. 

For more than a year, during the reconstruction period follow- 
ing the war, a feeling of uncertainty and even pessimism prevailed 
among beef producers in some sections. That the high tide in beef 
production in the United States was reached during the war is now 
evident. Readjustment in the industry, which has been taking place 
normally, has gradually restored confidence, although there have 
arisen unusual condi-

Some predicted that at the close of the war prices for beef 
i breeding cattle would decrease rapidly. That prices have kept up 
well, however, and that the breeder is in a strong stragetic position, 


to some of the factors which mark the progress of the industry 
which enables us to conclude that this development is not only safe 
from the standpoint of the Southern farmer, but also from a nation- 
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al standpoint. During the few years previous to the war the United 
States had practically ceased to export fresh beef. Beef exports, 
however, reached large proportions during the war, but since the 
signing of the armistice they have declined very greatly and we may 
soon expect that the beef produced in this country will again be dis- 
posed of on the best and most appreciative market—the customers 
of the United States. 

Of course there are factors that may influence this to some ex- 
tent. One is the price the consumer must pay. While it is essential 
that the producers get more than cost of production for their pro- 
ducts, it is to the best interest of the industry that the price to the 
consumer be maintained at a figure that will not seem to prohibit 
beef in the regular diet in some form or other. If the growing 
scarcity of beef should cause the prices to reach such a point as to 
bring this condition about it would be unfortunate. That such a 
condition is likely to arise soon, however, is improbable, although 
there are indications that point in that direction. From 1900 to 1920, 
a period of twenty years, the population of the United States in- 
creased approximately 40 per cent. while during the same time the 
number of beef cattle has remained practically unchanged. With 
a 700,000 head decrease estimated in the total number of beef cattle 
during the last year and a considerable shortage in weight of the 
marketable cattle on hand, 
it would seem that there is 
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but so far none of them appears to be impossible. The 
agriculture yields large quantities of coarse, rough feed he :

Most of the adjacent states on the north have also shown sub- 
stantial increases and progress along these lines. Owing to the 
drought, Texas and Oklahoma during the last years show decreases 
which will probably be made up within a short time. The increase 
in numbers alone does not fully show the progress made. The in- 
ferior type of steers so familiar in the South in former years has 
already passed or is rapidly passing from the ranges and feed lots, 
and other cattle of more desirable breeding are replacing them. 

As great as has been this increase during the last few years, or 
in fact during the last fifteen years, it is far from equal to the 
progress the South is likely to make in the next ten years. One of 
the principal reasons is that the Southern farmer, particularly the 
cotton farmer, has pretty generally accepted live stock, particularly 
cattle, as necessary in the structure of a properly balanced agricul- 
ture. It is true that there are problems yet to be overcome, some of 
them fundamental; others may appear as development progresses,

was required before the 
war. If this is true, the 
Southern steer producer 
may find himself produc- 
ing instead of a finished 
steer at eighteen months 
’ ‘ . of age, weighing 1,000 
pounds, as is the custom in the Corn Belt, one carrying from 400 to 
600 lbs. more weight at the age of 28 to 36 months or older. No 
doubt many readers have already given this question considerable 
thought. It is in the minds of some still an open question requiring 
further investigation and study. 

In the finishing of steers in the South the problem is not more 
protein or nitrogenous concentrates, such as cottonseed meal, velvet 
beans, or peanut meal, but how much to get enough other feeds to 
limit these highly expensive protein feeds to the point of greatest 
economy. A more rational use of these feeds, particularly cotton- 
seed meal (not over an average of five pounds per 1,000-pound ani- 
mal) will result in cheaper rations without a decrease in daily gains 
if enough other or carbohydrate feeds are supplied. 


Problem of Winter Feed 


The problem of winter feed and care of beef cattle in the South, 
as well as finishing steers, has not been entirely solved or, rather, 
the best-known practices have not yet been put into general use. It 
has been proved rather conclusively that the gains of cattle on 


. pastures are somewhat in proportion to the losses during the pre- 


ceding winter. It has-likewise been fairly well established that the 
total gain for the year (both winter and summer) is in proportion 
to the gain during the winter. For this reason it would seem that 
it is highly important to provide extra feed and care for a period of 
at least from two to three months during the winter period or 
scanty pasture on the range. ; 

The wintering process enhances the value of cattle just as does 
the fattening process, although for another reason and to a much 
less degree. The enhancement is due to the fact that the steer in 
the spring has the grazing season—which is the season of cheap 
gains and large profits—immediately be- (Continued on page 18

Many butchers who visited our plant and 
le b anggaetit nasasing the cooler highly praised them, and did not 
hesitate to pay top prices. The firmness and covering of the car- 
cass of the steers prove that high-grade cattle raising always brings 
the best results with any class of cattle. The excellent showing of 
these cattle is a record that has seldom been equaled at any market. 

The three Aberdeen-Angus steers and the Shorthorn heifer 
were raised on the college farm. We handled them in the ordinary 
way, with the possible exception of giving them more grain during 
the last three months and stimulating their appetites. We got them 
to consume as much feed as possible by making it palatable with 
the addition of blackstrap, low-grade feeding molasses. The three 
Aberdeen-Angus steers were fed from the time they were dropped 
during the spring and summer of 1918 as follows: 

The first month they were kept in their boxstalls with their 
dams. The cows were turned out a few hours each day for exercise, 
while the calves remained in the stalls. From three weeks up until 
they were two months old they had a little ground oats and bran 
before them to teach them to eat. They nibbled a little and probably 
got some benefit from this feed. During this time they had access 
to the clover, alfalfa, and mixed hay which was fed to their dams. 
They consumed a small portion of course. From the time they were 
three months old they were on pasture. They nursed their dams 
twice a day, and as fast as they cared to consume feed it was in- 
creased in quantity and put before them, night and morning. When 
they came off the pasture in the fall they were given corn silage, to 
take the place of the pasture. They were fed as much silage as they 
cared to consume twice a day. We were always sure that the calves 
left no silage in their trough, and they were hungry the next time 
they were fed. ; 

The grain fed was a mixture of ground barley, ground oats and 
bran and about 5 per cent. of the ration by weight of oilmeal. They 
consumed from 11% to 2% pounds of this feed twice a day up until 
they were 15 months old. During all this time they had all the good 
corn silage they cared to consume. We did not allow the calves to 
have a sudden change in amounts or kinds of feeds. In this way we 
never let them get a setback, thus avoiding the loss of the natural 
calf-fat. They were shown at the Interstate Fair at Fargo last sum- 
mer. One was the champion Aberdeen-Angus steer of the show. 
We desired to have them as well finished as we could, as they were 
the oldest steers we had on the college farm, and as we wished to

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Inheritance of the Polled Character in Cattle 


All plant and animal bodies 
are made up of microscopic ele- 
ments called cells. A single cell 
consists of an outer covering, or 
cell wall (Fig. 1), a nucleus at or 
near the center of the cell, and 
the protoplasm, or the semi-solid 


bstance which lies between the ; : 
gs eget the cell wall. The nucleus is the life center of the cell, 


all other parts being subsidiary to it. The nucleus itself is separated 
from the protoplasm by a very thin, delicate membrane. The essen- 
tial part of the nucleus consists of a number of small, independent 
bodies called chromosomes, which float in a 
clear semi-liquid substance called the nuclear 
sap. It is with these chromosomes that we 
are here concerned. If we once come to learn 
their behavior we can understand fully the 
laws governing the inheritance of the poll 
character in cattle.

When the cells in the body of a young, 
growing plant or animal reach their full size, 
each cell splits into two. To show how this 
splitting occurs, let us consider a very simple 
case in which the nucleus contains only two 
chromosomes. Fig. 2a shows the position 
assumed by these chromosomes just before 
the splitting occurs. Fig. 2b shows the 
chromosomes beginning to split. In Fig. 2c 
each chromosome has divided into two, and 
the parts have separated. At about this 
time the old nuclear membrane disappears 
(is dissolved). 
cells formed by the division of the old one. 
Around each group of chromosomes a new 
nuclear membrane has formed. 

The method of cell division shown in 
Fig. 2 is that which occurs in ordinary 
growth. Each chromosome splits, so that 
each of the two new cells contains its full 
complement of chromosomes. Now these 
chromosomes are, in some unknown way, the 
bearers of the hereditary characters. At the 
beginning of its life, every animal or plant consists of a single 
cell. After a while this cell divides. Each of the two new 
cells thus formed grows to maturity and divides again, and so on 
till the full-grown plant or animal is formed. 

The original cell from which an animal develops was formed 
by the union of two others, one being the egg of the mother, the 
other the sperm of the sire. Both egg and sperm are provided with 
a full set of all the chromosomes necessary to the species, so that 
when they unite the cell thus formed contains a double set of these 
chromosomes. Thus every chromosome has a mate, usually similar 
to it in size, and bearing the same set of hereditary characters. 
Hence, a pure horned cow has inherited horns from both parents, 
and a pure poll has inherited the poll character from each parent. 
A cross-bred inherits horns from one parent and the poll character 
from the other. Let us now see what happens when a cross-bred 
animal produces eggs or sperm with which to start a new genera- 
tion of animals. This is shown in Fig. 3. Ata is shown a cell con- 
taining two chromosomes which are mates. These cells in cattle 
contain many other chromosomes, but only the pair concerned in the 
inheritance of horns is here shown. The black body carries the 
horn character, and the lighter one the poll character. In the latter 
some property necessary to the production of horns has been lost 
or suppressed. Now when this cell divides in ordinary growth, 
each of these chromosomes divides as shown in Fig. 2. But when 
the time comes for egg or sperm production, a very different process 
occurs. Instead of lining up near the middle of the cell, as in Fig. 
2a, the two chromosomes of the pair unite and assume a position 
like that shown at Fig. 3b. They then separate from each other, the 
cell divides, and two new cells result, as shown at Fig. 3c. One of 
these new cells contains the chromosome bearing the poll character, 
the other that bearing the horn character. Thus, when a cross-bred 
animal produces sperm it produces equal numbers of horn-bearing 
and poll-bearing sperm. 

If we let H stand for the horn character and P for the poll char- 
acter, then we have the following formulae (Chart I): 

PP=a pure polled animal. 
HH=a pure horned animal. 
PH=a cross-bred animal. 

All cattle may therefore be divided into three groups with re- 

spect to horns, namely; (1) Pure polled animals, all of the eggs or

of the calves have horns. 

When a pure poll (not a poll that is real- 
ly cross-bred with reference to horns) igs 
mated with a pure horned animal, the off. 
spring never, or almost never, has perfect 
horns. It will be either entirely polled or 
will have scurs; that is, horns without a 
bony core. These scurs may be mere but- 
tons that can be found only by the most care- 
ful examination, or they may be as large as 
fully developed horns; but they are always 
loose on the head. They are not grown firm- 
ly to the skull. 

Thus the cross-bred shows more of the 
character of the polled parent than of the 
horned parent. For this reason we say that 
the poll character is dominant, and the horn 
character recessive. When the two charac- 
ters meet in the same individual the poll 
character predominates over the horn char- 
acter. 

Let us now see what happens when each 
of the three classes of cattle are mated. This 
is shown on Chart II. This chart shows that when one of the par- 
ents is a pure poll none of the progeny will have perfect horns, no

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All-Important Question: What is Inbreeding? 


On the one hand it has 
been maintained that in- 
breeding is the mest perni- 
cious and destructive proced- 
ure that a breeder could fol- 
low. And on the other hand 
that without its powerful aid 
most of what the breeder has accomplished could not have been 
otherwise gained and that it offers the chief hope for future ad- 
vance. When the Maine Agricultural Experiment Station began 
its animal husbandry investigations it commenced a study of the 
records of registered livestock to determine, if possible, what was 
the answer to the problem. It was found that while inbreeding was 
much discussed there was no accurate measure of what constitutes 
inbreeding and that final judgment was being formed on the basis 
of individual interpretation without any quantitative measure of 
comparison. Among the first contributors of the many from the 
Station that have proven of great value to the theory as well as the 
practice of breeding was an adequate measure of this much talked 
of and yet vague subject. The problem had been attacked by 
many investigators but none of the published results gave a reliable 
measure of the real intensity of inbreeding. The essential weak- 
ness was a failure to take account of the composition of the genera- 
tion to which the common ancestor of an inbred pair belongs. 

In the now generally accepted method proposed by the Maine 
Station in 1913 the basic concept of inbreeding is the narrowing of 
the network of descent as a result of mating together individuals 
genetically related to each other. This means that the number of 
potentially different germ-to-germ lines (“blood lines”) concen- 
trated in a given individual is fewer in the inbred individual than 
in one not inbred. Or stated positively, the inbred individual pos- 
sesses fewer different 
ancestors in one or 
more generations than 
the maximum number 
possible. 

This means that 
the two factors for ex- 
act measure are the 
amount of ancestral re- 
duction and the rate of 
this reduction. Both 
of these demands are 
met if one takes as the 
measure of inbreeding 
the exact shortage of 
ancestral individuals in 
comparison with the 
maximum _ number 
there might have been. 

The prime question 
of inbreeding to its ex- 
act measurement, is the 
question what degree 
of inbreeding was in- 
volved in the production 
of a particular animal. 
It is necessary, there- 
fore, to start with the 
individual and work 
backward into the ancestry rather than to start back in the 
ancestry and work down toward the individual. And _ this 
is the fundamental difference in the method pointed out by the 
Maine Station. An individual will have two parents and may have 
four different grandparents, eight different great-grandparents, 
sixteen different great-great-grandparents, and so on until in the 
twelfth generation there may theoretically be a total of 4096 differ- 
ent unrelated ancestors. But if an individual is the product of a 
brother and sister only half that number of different ancestors is 
possible. That is, the co-efficient of inbreeding would be rep- 
resented by 50. If the brother and sister that were mated were in 
turn the offspring of brother and sister the co-efficient of inbreed- 
ing of the individual would be 75 and if the mating of brother and 
sister had begun a generation earlier and been followed through 
the three generations, the co-efficient of inbreeding of the individ- 
ual would be 87.5. 

This method of measurement of inbreeding gives rise to the 
practical rule that in measuring the degree of inbreeding in a pedi- 
gree it is necessary to regard all different individuals as entirely 
unrelated until the contrary is proved by the finding of a common 
ancestor. While this seems a truism there are apparent paradoxes 
that arise in its actual application. For instance, the co-efficient of 
inbreeding would usually increase somewhat in proportion to the 
number of generations considered. For if any generation preceding

The Editor of the Journal has just received a copy of the De- 
partment of Agriculture’s illustrated booklet in Spanish on pure- 
bred live stock in the United States. It is a masterpiece of the 
printer’s and engraver’s art, and is bound to “get over” with the 
prospective trade of South and Central America. This book, “Gana- 
do de Pure Sangre de los Estados Unidos,” has 64 pages and cover 
with lists of the U. S. record associations and their secretaries, 
pictures of grand champion specimens of each breed of cattle, swine, 
sheep, horses and chickens of the leading breeds ready for the ex- 
port business. An interesting graphic map of the United States 
shows where each breed is found in large numbers. The Aberdeen- 
Angus illustrations are Idolmere and Eritus 5th, as representatives 
of the male and female of the breed. 

Two representatives of the Department of Agriculture are now 
on their way to South America, leaving the U. S. June 12. Their 
work is to follow up the shipments already made to Brazil, Uruguay 
and Argentina, and to get information as to whether the stock al- 
ready sent is satisfactory.

Mr. L. B. Burk of the Bureau of Markets is fairly 
well known to many of the breeders, as he was in charge of the 
party of Uruguayans who have made two buying visits to our lead- 
ing herds. Mr. E. Z. Russell of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
while not so well known personally, has also specialized in lines 
that make him an ideal man for this mission. ’ 

The Department now has under consideration, a plan for estab- 
lishing two or more offices, centrally located in South America, to 
give accurate information to prospective buyers in regard to details 
in importing live stock from the United States. With such 2 
business man who appreciates high class advertising and the farmer 
as Mr. Meredith at the head of the Department, this young Service 
is bound to accomplish much good by cultivating this market in the 
right way. May these missionaries have a safe voyage and a pro- 
ductive visit. They are on the right track.

Herefords outnumber the Aberdeen-Angus about 40 to 1, and then 
look back over the progress of the Aberdeen-Angus and the win- 
nings of the steers at the inter-breed contests of recent years, and 
we believe the most pessimistic breeder who has had the hardest 
kind of hard luck will have to admit, the breed has made a little 
progress. Even in Iowa, the leading pure-bred state, Herefords are 
nearly twice as numerous as Aberdeen-Angus, and Shorthorns four 
times. It is now time to begin seriously cutting down the 40-to-1 
ratio sections in favor of the Doddie, for the 2-to-1 and 4-to-1 sec- 
tions are taking care of themselves and are overcoming the handi- 
caps of numbers rapidly enough.

WE APOLOGIZE TO THE GENTLEMEN FROM VIRGINIA: 
“NO PARTICULAR BREEDING” WAS WRONG! 


In our honest efforts to give Virginia a pat on the back when 
we learned her breeders had held a fine sale recently, and all cattle 
listed had sold at splendid price, we put our foot in our mouth by 
saying they were cattle “of no particular breeding,” or something 
of that kind. In translating the comments of men who had seen the 
sale and passed the word along, we should have thought how that 
phrase would look in type when the Virginians had seen it. But 
we needed a little “filler” for the editorial page, and needed it in a 
hurry, and further we thought Virginia needed encouragement, and 


we therefore dashed this off verbatum without seeing catalog or sale 
reports. Hence, the gentlemen from Virginia are quite right in ask- 
ing a correction in order that the Aberdeen-Angus world does not 
get the impression that Virginia is a dumping ground for “cattle of 
no particular breeding.” Here is Secretary Buchanan’s letter on the 
subject, indicating that he has ideas about “family matters?” as 


well as State pride in the breed and its progress: 

Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: Your favor of the 17th received. As you are 
going to say something more in the Journal about the cattle of “no particular 
breeding”’ in the Lynchburg sale, I will send you one of the catalogs so that, you 
can see just what we did have; you will see that 29 head came from Senator Todd’s 
herd. The first we heard of these cattle was when Dr. Lowe wrote that he (Todd) 
had a bunch of yearling heifers which were priced at $200, and he considered them 
bargains at the price. So Prof. Cooper of Blacksburg, Newton Crockett of Wythe- 
ville and I went to look at them. We considered the heifer calves by Black King 
of Woodmont were better than the yearlings. We bought 10 yearlings, 12 calves 
and 7 cows, some of which were bred to Black Balatum, and several of these cows 
were right among the best in the herd, leaving out the ones he had recently bought 
at long prices. 

Now while I know your motives were for the best, I fear this and other pub- 
lished reports would have a tendency to make some people think Virginia a good 
dumping ground for culls, and then too it would not be very encouraging to buyers 
to find they had paid $200 to $600 for. cattle of ‘no particular breeding.” I think 
one of the important jobs for our Association is to 9s to guard against cull cattle 
being brought in, regardless of family name. 

I have enjoyed the splendid articles from time to time on construction breed- 
ing, and how great families have been built up, but they fall flat when they at- 
tempt to justify paying long prices for family names where the animal carries a 
very small trace of the blood or is lacking individual merit.

INHERITANCE OF THE POLLED 
CHARACTER 


(Continued from page 6) 


matter what the other parent may be. (It 
makes no difference which is the polled par- 
ent.) If both are pure polls (mating A, 
Chart II) the calves will all be pure polls. 
(Please follow Chart II in reading the fol- 
lowing.) If one parent is pure polled and 
the other pure horned (B), all the progeny 
will be cross-breds, either polled or with 
securs. If one parent is pure polled and the 
other cross-bred (C), half the calves will be 
pure polls and half cross-breds. 

If both parents are pure horned (D), the 
calves will, of course, be pure horned. If 
one parent is pure horned and the other is 
pure polled (E), the calves will be cross- 
breds, as we have already seen. If one par- 
ent is pure horned and the other cross-bred 
(F), half the calves will be cross-breds and 
half pure horned. 

The most interesting of all the cases is 
that of the matings of cross-breds with each 
of the three classes. The last section of 
Chart II shows the results. Where one par- 
ent is cross-bred and the other pure polled 
(G), half the calves are pure polls and half 
cross-breds. Where one parent is cross-bred 
and one pure horned (H), half the calves 
are cross-bred and half pure horned. But 
where both parents are cross-bred (I), we 
get the surprising and interesting result 
that one-fourth of the calves are pure polls, 
one-half cross-bred, and one-fourth pure 
horned. Herein lies the hope of the breeder 
who is trying to get rid of the horns on a 
horned breed. He can, by using a male of a 
polled breed, get any number of. cross-breds. 
Then by mating these cross-breds, one- 
fourth of the progeny will be as pure polls 
as if they never had a horned ancestor. 
When once a pure polled animal is secured, 
he will never get a horned calf, no matter 
what cows he is bred to. But a cross-bred is 
of great value. By mating him with horned 
cows, half the progeny will be cross-breds. 
These cross-breds can then be used in pro- 
ducing pure polls. 

It is therefore possible for the breeders of 
Polled Jerseys to introduce into their herds 
the best blood of the Jersey breed. If the 
blood thus introduced carries the horn char- 
acter, the polled calves resulting will be 
cross-breds, but from them can be obtained 
pure polls carrying the best blood of the 
breed. 

A very important practical point to the 
breeder of a new polled breed is how to tell 
a pure poll from a cross-bred poll. This is 
fairly easy in the case of males, but less so 
in the case of females. In the first place, if 
the animal has scurs, even minute ones, it 
is cross-bred. If it has no sign of scurs it 
is probably pure polled, but this point has 
not received sufficient investigation to ren- 
der it certain whether cross-breds always 


have scurs. J think it is probable th 

do. If so, then we have a infallible mo 
of deciding wiiether a polled animal is pure 
or cross-bred with reference to the poll char. 
acter. Let me suggest that if Polled Jersey 
breeders will co-operate with me in this mat-

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that it is necessary to do is to find out 
whether horned calves ever occur when eith- 
er parent is wholly without scurs. If they 
do, then a cross-bred may have no sign of 
scurs. I should be glad to hear from breed- 
ers on this point. On account of its import- 
ance I will repeat it. Do horned calves ever 
occur when either parent is wholly without 
scurs? In deciding this matter every ques- 
tionable case should be considered scurs. 

In the absence of definite knowledge on 
this point there is still a way to settle the 
estion whether a given animal is pure 


nolled or cross-bred polled, especially in the 
case of the males. It should be remembered 


a pure poll never gets a horned calf, 
~- his yi oe may have scurs if the cows 
had either scurs or horns. 

On the other hand, if the male is a cross- 
bred poll, whether he has scurs or not, half 
his sperm will carry the horn character. 
Hence, if he be mated to horned cows, about 
half his calves will be fully horned. On the 
average of a large number of cases it will be 
almost exactly half. It depends on whether 
the eggs of the horned cows are fertilized by 
one or the other kind of sperm, which the 
male produces in equal numbers. ; 

A practical rule, therefore, for determin- 
ing whether a young polled bull is a pure or 
a cross-bred poll is to mate him, say, to a 
dozen horned cows. Even if the breeder does 
not have the horned cows, his neighbors will 
usually have them and will gladly lend them 
to this experiment. If a dozen calves thus 
produced are all polled, or have only scurs, 
then the chances are over 4,000 to 1 that the 
male is pure polled and this will make it 
safe to guarantee that he will never get a 
calf having anything more than scurs. Such 
a tested bull, to a breeder of a new polled 
breed, ought to be worth at least twice as 
much as one not tested.

Two years ago a friend of mine who had 
the use of a large tract of cut-over land 
wanted to run some steers on it during the 
summer, asked my advice about buying. I 
urged him to get a good grade Aberdeen- 
Angus. He kicked on the price as compared 
to the average run, but I finally persuaded 
him to make the venture. He bought two 
carlots in Chicago, and speaking of records, 
here is one: He marketed them late in 
November right off the grass and got top 
price. We have the records to prove it. 
Can you beat it? 

I told this man to go to a reliable com- 
mission house, tell them frankly he did not 

ow beans about cattle, explain what he 
wanted them for, and buy him some young 
stuff in good condition to put on fat, no 
matter if they appeared to come high. He 
shipped in two car loads of two-year olds. 
I don’t recall the exact figures but they av- 
eraged better than 1,200 lbs. when sold, and 
I think it was nearer 1,300. I don’t know 
the weights when they were bought, but I 
do know the feeder made a nice bit of money.

the winter makes cheap gains diving 
spring is not supported by results of inves. 
tigations. The truth is, other things bein 
equal, the cheapest gains are made on - 

proximately full feed. As the ration is a 
creased from this point the feed required per 
pound of gain increases uniformly until a 
maintenance ration is reached, when’ of 
course all the feed given is wasted when con- 
sidered alone from the standpoint of gains 
made. In reducing the feed even below the 
point of maintenance so that the animals 
actually lose in weight, as is often done in 
unapproved farm practice, the deficit to be 
met is not only the total cost of the feed 
— but the value of the loss in weight as 
well. 

; All this means that the manner of hand- 
ling the steer the following summer, wheth- 
er he is grazed or full fed, will influence in 
a large measure the manner in which he can 
be most profitably wintered. If pasture 
alone is used, there is a very definite limit to 
the quantity of grain that can be fed during 
the winter without seriously affecting the 
capacity of the animal to make profitable 
use of the pasture the following summer, or, 
to state it differently, there is a very defin- 
ite limit to the amount of fat that it will be 
profitable to put on a steer in the winter 
when the animal is to be grazed the follow- 
ing summer. 

ro On the other hand, as a general propo- 
sition, the smaller the gains the more costly 
they are and, within certain limits, the more 
expensive the winter operation becomes. 
Therefore, we may say that loss in the win- 
tering operation should always be avoided, 
and also that to make the largest total gain 
for the vear for both winter and summer a 
little gain is better than holding the cattle 
at the same weieht during the winter. 

_ The increase in herds of pure-bred cattle 
in the South has been equal to the general 
increase of other cattle. The progress of 
pure-bred-herd development is not shown in 
numbers alone. The record of the South at 
the recent International is fresh in all our 
minds. The names of Bonny J., Idolmere 
and Lesdedeza Collynie take a place beside 
that of Point Comfort 14th and others in the 
International Hall of Fame. The increase in 
the number of herds and of prize winners 
does not tell the whole story. Probably one 
of the greatest developments that will make 
for the future of the industry in the South 
is in the number of admirers of beef cattle 
—not only admirers but those who actually 
work with them in order that these well 
bred cattle may best serve the interests of 
the farmer. 


Quality and Breeding Increasing 


Along with the increaséd interest in beef 
cattle and increased numbers as well as in 
all feed crops, the cattle themselves have 
shown a remarkable improvement in quality 
and breeding. Pure-bred sires are far more 
numerous on the farms today than they were 
only a few years ago. If the South is to 
take the place that, by natural conditions it 
is entitled to and most likely will occupy, 
still more work needs to be done along this 
line. 
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That a more vigorous effort is needed and 
should be made in this connection is shown 
by the average weight of cattle going to the 
Southern markets as compared with other 
markets. Taking the classes of mature cat- 
tle supplying the bulk of trade the following 
figures, based largely on somewhat incom- 
plete reports from market centers, are given 
to emphasize this fact:

*Very few mature native steers slaugh- 
tered and no separate records kept. 

The figures given do not necessarily rep- 
resent cattle of the same age, but as they go 
on the market at the present time. Figures 
for cattle of the same age would probably 
show even a greater difference in weight. 

It is the number of interested cattlemen 
perhaps more than any other one thing that 
bespeaks for the South a profitable future 
in the production of beef steers or com- 
mercial cattle. The growing industry has 
attractive facilities for handling and market- 
ing large numbers of cattle. Almost every 
section of the South is in close proximity to 
accessible markets. At the present time it 
is estimated that 90 per cent. of the cattle of 
the South are slaughtered within that area. 

We may safely conclude then, that the 
progress the industry will likely make in the 
future depends upon the three important 
phases of the work. Breed! Weed! Feed! 
Breed up, weed out and feed more. When 
these three problems have been solved, all 
others will seem of minor importance.— 
Southern Ruralist.

On 
the present occasion, ten groups competed, 
consisting of Aberdeen-Angus, Herefords, 
Sussex, Devons, Red Polls, Frieslands, Ayr- 
shires and Africanders. The winners were 
declared to be the Aberdeen-Angus shown 
by the Union Government. It is worth re- 
cording that only one animal in this grouy 
was imported, the four others being all 
South African-bred. 

We may also mention that in 1919 the 
Cup was won by an Aberdeen-Angus group, 
when 17 groups representative of all the 
breeds. were shown. This is a victory worth 
recording and has never been equalled by 
any breed in South Africa.

crease. The present year’s number of ep- 
tries bids fair to constitute a record for the 
breed and serve as an indication of the ad- 
vance which the breed continues to make 
in South Africa. 

Fat Stock shows do not occupy the place 
of importance in South Africa that they do 
in your own country or in Britain. It js 
only about four years ago since the first 
show of this kind was held, but the Aber- 
deen-Angus have secured the bulk of the 
honors and the block tests. Our Society is 
offering £100 in prizes for the only show of 
the kind held in the country, which is at 
Johannesburg in September. 


Aberdeen-Angus Came to Front Quickly 


The history of Aberdeen-Angus in South 
Africa is of very recent date. It was the 
last of the European breeds to be introduced, 
Shorthorns, Herefords, Devons, Red Polls 
and Frieslands had been in the country for 
the last 30 to 50 years, but we are sure no 
breed has come to the front in such a short 
time, no breed has had greater opposition 
to face, no breed is better adapted to with- 
stand the varying climatic conditions to be 
met with in this sub-continent, and no breed 
is destined to effect a greater improvement 
on the millions of scrub cattle in South Af- 
rica than the Aberdeen-Angus. 

The possibillities of South Africa as a 
ranching country are only now being under- 
stood, and great developments are anticipa- 
ted within the next few years. An influx 
of American capital, brains, energy and ini- 
tiative would be a welcome asset to the 
ranching industry and to South Africa.

When the steer market started its up- 
ward climb from low level, recently in foree 
the Aberdeen-Angus surely were pace set. 
ters. There was a time when choice grades 
were selling around $13.00 and below at 
Chicago. They then started to advance, and 
the first load to reach the $14.00 mark was 
the load fed by Clyde Conklin, Walnut, [jj 

These cattle were three-year-olds when 
marketed and were native bred stock pur. 
chased on the Chicago market last Novem- 
ber. They had been on feed 220 days. At 
the start they averaged 960 pounds and 
when sold went over the scale averaging 
1498 pounds, showing a net average gain of 
538 pounds per head during the period. And 
he had a margin of $3.00 per hundred in the 
price, which along with the good gains made 
the venture satisfactory. 

Upon arrival at the farm they were start- 
ed on broken corn, clover hay and a commer- 
cial cotton and mollasses meal. The corm 
ration was light at the start, but it was 
gradually increased until they were on full 
feed. Ear corn was fed all through the per- 
iod and clover hay was the only roughage 
received by the cattle. The cattle received 
about four pounds of the cotton and molas- 
ses meal per day per head. 

The yard in which these cattle were fed 
measured 15 by 10 rods. Mr. Conklin be- 
lieves in giving cattle a good place to feed. 
So along these lines he never allowed the lot 
to get muddy, as he figured this important 
in feeding cattle. He hauled bedding every 
day when it was muddy. During the period 
he used forty acres of oat straw, twenty 
acres of rye straw and ten acres of wheat 
straw for bedding. A good barn afforded 
shelter for the cattle. A tank in the feed 
lot provided the cattle with a good supply of 
fresh water at all times. 

Fifty head of hogs followed the cattle in 
the feed lot and made good gains from the 
feed received. This feeder weighed the hogs 
when he put them in, they averaging 81 
pounds and at the end of the period they av- 
eraged 296 pounds. They got no other corm 
than that from the cattle. So while the cat- 
tle made good gains, the hogs put on plenty 
of weight at the same time which adds to 
the profit of the work. 

These cattle were well bred and when sold 
on the market displayed plenty of finish, 
making them attractive’ They topped the 
market on the day sold and stood 15 cents 
per hundred higher than the next highest 
sale for cattle of that weight. Mr. Conklin 
was highly pleased with the results obtained 
from this lot of cattle and stated that his 
future operations in feeding would be car- 
ried out along the same lines. . : 

After discussing his method of handling 
cattle to make them top the market, Mr. 
Conklin concluded by saying, “The next iot 
of cattle that I feed will be Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle if I can get them, as I like them best 
of all for feeding.” —J. M. Carroll.
